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RINCE Che-, of Leorrain having 

marched up the Rhine, with the Auſtrian 
Army under his Command, as far as C 
Briſack, as men ioned in our laft, the French 
took all poſſible Means to prevent his be'ng 
able to paſs that River, and on the 18th paſt, 
Marſhal Caigey, one of their beſt Generals, 
arrived and took upon him the Command of 
their Army then under Count Saxe, which 
was intended to watch the Motions of Prince 
Charles, and oppoſe his Paſſage. As it is very 
difficult, if not impoſſible, unleſs by Surprize, 
to paſs fuch a great River in the Face of an 
oppoling Army equal'y numerous, Prince 
Charles mate ſeveral Marches and Covnter- 
marches up and down that River upon the 
Weſt Side, and was always cloſcly attended 


. by M. Coigny on the Eaſt, fo that the two 


Armies often cannonaded each other, there 


" being nothing but the River between them. 
At laſt, upon the 24th of laſt Month, the 


former having complete“ and thrown over a 
Bridge to the Iſland of Rhirmarch, fituated 
near the French Side of that River, and from 
which the French had a Bridge of Communi- 
_ cation, a Body of 7 or $000 Men paſſed over 
at Midoight to that Iſland, which they took 
Poſſeſſion of without Oppofition, and ſoon 
after detached 2 or 3ooo Men, who, not- 
withſtanding all the Fire of the Enemy, 
| paſſed over their Brice, ànd took Poſt upon 
© the French Side of that River a little above 
Fort Mortier. At the fame Time Prince 
Waldeck was ſent with a large Detachment 
to attempt a Paſſage near Rbinetveiler in Boats, 
und the firſt Tranſport of Soldiers ſutceeded 
very well, by taking ſome of the Enemy's 
Redouts ; but a thick Fog arifing, they cculd 
not be ſupported, ſo that they were driven 
back, and mary of them killed or drowned ; 
which Miſcarriage obliged the Auftrians to 
ab»ndon the Poſt they had taken above Fort 
Mor tier, but they ſtill keep Poſſeſſion of the 
Iſland, and the French bave not yet been able 
to demoliſh their Bridge. Tho' the French 
Gazettes beaſt much of the Advantage they 
gained voon this Occafion, the Hoftriam tay, 
they loft but about (co Mes, and that the 
Enemy loſt a much greater Number, Let- 
ters from ſeveral Places by the laſt Mail fay, 
that Prince Charles has fiace actually paſſed 
the Rhine with his Whole Army; but for a 
Cor firmation and particular Account of this 
we muſt wait till our next.

of which an Account was publiſhed ſome Time 
fince by Authority at Peterſburgh, Upon this 
Account the Marquis was recalled from his 
Embaſſy at Berlin, in order to juſtify himſelf 
againſt this Aceuſation; and after a moſt 
ſtrict Examination he has been acquitted of 
having had the leaſt Hand in that Conſpiracy ; 
ſo that the Queen of Hungary, inflead of pu- 
niſhing him, as was demanded by the Court 
of Ruſſia, has by her Secretary, Mr. Haben- 
bltz, preſented a Memorial to the Ruſſian 
Court, complaining of their having brought a 
Charge againſt her Miniſter the Marquis de 
Botta, without any Kind of Proof; and has 
likewiſe ſent a Reſcript to all her Miniſters 
at foreign Courts, juſtifying the Conduct of 
her Miniſter, and :ndeavouring to demonſtrate 
the Precipitancy of the Conduct of the Ryfian 
Court ia this whole Affair. This Diſpute 
gives the French an Occaſion to pretend, and
